Cost  of  the  Braintree  (Mass.)  Public 
Lighting  Plant. 

The  reports  of  the  electric  light  com¬ 
mittee  anil  the  manager  of  the  electrie 
light  department  oT  the  town  of  Brain¬ 
tree,  Maes.,  have  been  published.  The 
town  having  taken  the  legal  preliminary 
steps  under  the  municipal  lighting  law  of 
1891,  appointed  a  eommiltee,  headed  by 
ThSruas  A.  Watson,  *n<l  appropriated 
in  March,  1892,  to  put  In  an  elec¬ 
tric  lighting  plant.  The  oommiltee 
bought  a  lot  with  a  frontage  of  175  feet 
on  tide  water  which  will  enable  the  town 
when  It  ohooeee  to  build  a  wharf  and  coal 
sheds  and  purchase  by*  cargo  all  the  coal 
used  by  the  town  for  water-work*,  school 
houses  sad  slectric  atstloa.  )  A  brick 
building  82  by  40  feet  was  ereetrid.  The 
outside  plant  consists  of  42  mites  of  triple 
Insulated  No.  G  copper  wire  (Calumet 
and  Llecla  metal)  strung  on  711  chestnut 
potee.  set  44  poles  to  tba  mile,  making 
the  entire  length. of  the  pole  line  IS  1-7 
nil  lee.  The  wires  are  run  In  three  cir¬ 
cuits.  There  are  at  present  In  operation 
75  1200  candle  power  arc  lamps,  of  which 
41  are  -suspended  In  centre  of  street*  and 
34  art?  placed  ou  tope  of  poles.  The  sus¬ 
pended  lamps  are  between  35  feet  poles. 
Of  the  pole  lamps  18  are  on  35  feet  poles 
and  16  on  80-feet  poles.  There  are  also 
72  25  C.  P.  Incandescent  lamps  In  opera¬ 
tion,  besides  eight  In  the  station  We 
append  a  classified  statement  of  expendi¬ 
tures:

of  Florida  la 
Seldom  Votes. 

Without  being  at  all  a  peculiar  man, 
Hairnml  Pasco  of  Florida,  who  was  re¬ 
cently  appointed  by  Governor  Mitchell 
to  succeed  him¬ 
self  in  the  senate 
of  the  United 
States,  has 
achieved  a  sort  of 
negative  ainfgp- 
larity,  as  it  may 
be  called.  For  in¬ 
stance,  he  looks 
very  much  like  a 
Spaniard,  though 
he  is  by  birth  an 
Englishman. 
Then  he  is  a  grad- 
sknatok  pasco.  u&te  of  Harvard 
who  fought  on  the  Confederate  aide  dur¬ 
ing  the  war  and  remained  a  private 
throughout  the  conflict,  and  he  has  the 
additional  distinction  of  being  the  only 
rate  soldier  to  achieve  congressional 
ore.  His  appointment  for  a  month, 
to  await  the  meeting  of  the  legislature 
which  will  elect  Ms  successor,  is  quite 
unique,  and  the  history  of  his  election  to 
the  stmatoraMp  in  1887  also  makes  a  re¬ 
markable  story.  In  1880  and  1884  he  was 
a  candidate  before  the  Democratic  con¬ 
vention  for  the  gubernatorial  nomina¬ 
tion,  withdrawing  both  times,  first  in 
favor  of  Governor  Bloxham  and  again  In 
favor  of  Govern  or  Perry.  Both  these 
gentlemen  were  opposed  to  Mm  in  the 
senatorial  fight  in  1887,  and  he  again 
withdrew  in  their  favor,  but 
era  tic  members  of  the  legislature  i 
peded  and  elected  him.  It  will  be  re¬ 
membered,  too,  that  he  succeeded  the  er¬ 
ratic  Senator  Jones,  who  devoted  so 
much  more  time  to  lovemaking  in  De¬ 
troit  than  to  his  duties  in  the  senate. 

Another  notable  thing  about  Mm  is 
that  In  the  senate  he  is  known  as  the 
man  who  never  votes.  He  is  always  in 
his  seat  and  is  one  of  the  most  punctual, 
attentive  and  hardworking  of  the  sena¬ 
tors,  bat  he  is  very  easy  going  and  good 
natured,  and  his  brother  senators  take 
advantage  of  this  fact,  and  he  is  always 
paired.  It  is  said  that  he  absolutely 
cannot  refuse  when  any  senator  de¬ 
sires  to  arrange  a  jmir  with  him,  and 
Whenever  a  yea  and  nay  vote  is  taken  and 
he  rises  in  his  seat  everybody  know^ 
what  is  coming,  and  that  he  Is  not  going 
to  vote. 

Senator  Pasco  is  by  profession  a  law¬ 
yer  and  has  been  prominent  in  Demo¬ 
cratic  politics  In  Florida  ever  since  he 
went  there  in  1859.  He  has  been  presi¬ 
dential  elector  at  large  for  Ms  state,  a  na¬ 
tional  committeeman  since  1880  and  was 
chairman  of  the  state  committee  from 
1876  to  1888.  He  was  born  in  London  in 
1884  and  brought  to  America  by  Ms  par¬ 
ents  when  very  young,  first  to  Princs 
Edward  island  and  then  to  Massachu¬ 
setts,  where  he  was  educated  and  lived 
till  1859,  when  he  went  to  Florida  to  take 
charge  of  a  school  at  Monticello,  in  which 
place  he  has  ever  since  resided.

Climbing  Spiral  That  World's  Fair 
Visitors  May  Enjoy. 

It  looks  as  if  Chicago  had  not  got  over 
the  notion  of  having  a  tower  for  the  fair. 
At  any  rate,  the  mechanical  geniuses 
have  not  stopped  making  designs  for  one. 
One  of  these  is  an  ingenious  spiral  af- 
air,  the  Invention  of  Carl  L.  Lehmann 
of  the  Windy  City.  The  dimensions  are 
not  obtainable,  nothing  being  said  even 
about  the  height,  from  wMch  It  xnay 
perhaps  be  inferred  that  the  idea  of  out- 
Eiffeling  Eiffel  has  been  abandoned.  A 
description  of  the  design  is  thus  set  forth 
in  the  New  York  Safety  Valve: 

The  spiral  is  fronf  bottom  to  top,  hav¬ 
ing  so  supplemental  support  above  the 
foundation.  The  weights  and  the  iron 
and  steel  trnsswork  have  been  so  calcu¬ 
lated  as  to  leave  a  large  margin  of  safety, 
everything  being  based  on  well  known 
and  proved  formulas  of  stress  and  sup¬ 
portable  strain.  There  is  to  be  a  terrace 
extending  from  bottom  to  top,  a  pavil-

This  is  a  difference  l*  favor  offtha  town 
of  $25.58  pet*  light  ysr  year,  which  mul¬ 
tiplied  by  the  total  number  of  lights  (97) 
gives  a  total  yearly  saving  of  $2,481.26. 

Without  allowing  anything  for  the 
average  saving  per  light  that  must  re¬ 
sult  from  Increase  In  the  size  of  the  plant 
for  additional  street  lights  and  for  house 
lighting,  this  saving  alone  would  pay  for 
the  cost  of  the  plant  In  lees  than  12  years. 

The  three  and  one  half  mouths  that 
this  statement  covers  comprises  the  long, 
est  nights  In  the  year  and  consequently 
the  cost  of  coal  and  carbons  has  been 
much  greater  than  It  will  average  during 
the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  regulators  of  the  dynamos  ,  show 
that  four  or  five  more  are  lights  or  their 
squlvaleot  In  incandescent*  cu  be  added 
to  those  at  present  In  use  without  over¬ 
loading.  The  additional  ooet  of  operat¬ 
ing  these  lights  will  bs  scarcely  percop- 
tlble,  and  had  they  been  In  operation  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  t  e 
present  oost  per  arc  light  per  year  would 
be  deduced  about  $1.25. 

When  all  the  lamps  at.  present  In  use 
are  burning.  Indicator  cards  take*  from 
the  engine  whow  that  It  la  developing  65 
horse  power.  As  the  engine  can  easily 
develop  100  hone  power  and  the  boiler 
125.  there  la  a  surplus  steam  power  In  the 
present  plant  amply  sufficient  to  run  50 
more  arc  lamps  or  their  equivalent  In  in- 
c*od  secant*.

or  galleries  at  suitable  intervals  apart, 
and  a  spiral  roadway  around  the  outside 
of  the  terrace.  The  tower  has  a  founda¬ 
tion  of  masonry,  and  the  terrace,  the 
cross  section  of  wMch  is  a  trapezoid,  a 
spiral  roadway  projecting  from  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the'  terrace,  and  a  railway  track 
within  the  terrace. 

The  framework  of  this  spiral  tower  is

Julia  Bracken  is  a  small,  snub  faced 
girl,  with  dark  hair  and  earnest  eyes, 
and  is  less  than  81  years  old.  None  of 
her  family  is  given  to  art,  but  her  pre¬ 
dilections  found  expression  even  a*  a 
child  in  quaint  carvings  in  soft  wood 
Her  work  in  the  studio  attracted  atten¬ 
tion,  and  to  her  has  oome  the  contract 
fbr  chiseling  in  Italian  marble  the 
8-foot  figure  of  "Illinois  Welcoming  the 
Nations.'1*  The  reposeful  statue  of  "Faith” 
for  the  State  building  and  the  * '  Madonna” 
for  the  North  Side  cathedral  are  also  her 
work  and  illustrate  her  versatility. 

Janet  Scndder,  the  Indiana  girl  who 
from  the  housewifely  accomplishment 
of  making  medallions  in  batter  turned 
her  attention  to  work  in  clay,  is  working 
on  an  original  conception  of  "Justice."  of 
which  a  captious  critic  said: 

"A  woman’s  ideal  No  need  for  her  to 
weigh  evidence  or  be  forever  adjusting 
fine  points  of  law.  She  just  make* up 
her  mind  what’s  right  and  goes  ahead.* 

Zulimie  Taft,  sister  of  the  sculptor,  Is 
working  on  her  figure  of  "Learning,” 
which  does  not  follow  the  severe  "  Miner¬ 
va”  ideal,  but  present*  a  gracious,  woman¬ 
ly  figure,  classic  in  pose  and  drapery,  her 
eyee  fixed  on  a  roll  of  parchment  Ellen 
Rankin  Copp,  an  artist  in  color  as  well 
as  In  clay,  has  designed  an  embodiment 
of  tender  motherhood  in  the  figure  "Ma¬ 
ternity"  and  is  also  making  a  portrait 
bust  of  Mrs.  Potter  Palmer.

Five  women,  all  dame*  of  high  de¬ 
gree,  have  been  appointed  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  crack  regiment*  in  the  Pru**ian 
army  by  the  preeent  young  warrior  em¬ 
peror.  Thia  in,  like  most  of  hi*  acta,  an 
entirely  new  departure,  but  whether  it 
Is  a  shrewd  device  or  simply  one  of  hi* 
peculiar  freaks  it  is  well  calculated  to 
achieve  Ms  dearest  ambition,  the  exalta¬ 
tion  and  popularizing  of  the  army  above 
everything  else.  Previous  to  his  acces¬ 
sion  there  were  only  two  women  colo¬ 
nel*  In  the  Prussian  army,  and  nond%4| 
been  appointed  for  nearly  a  score  of 
years. 

The  senior  woman  colonel  is  the  Em¬ 
press  Frederick,  who  was  placed  in  com¬ 
mand  of  a  regiment  of  bnsaars  at  the 
coronation  of  Emperor  William  I,  Oat 
18,  1861.  Princess  Frederick  CharMs, 
widow  of  the  famous  “Red  Prtnoe," 
ranks  second  in  point  of  time.  She  re¬ 
ceived  her  colonelcy  In  1871.  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria  was  made  colonel  of  a  Prussian 
regiment  of  dragoons  in  1889. 

The  two  first  named  hava  often  ridden 
at  the  head  of  their  regiments,  dree**) 
in  their  full  regimentals,  and  one  of  the 
Empress  Frederick’s  most  dashing  pic¬ 
tures  shows  her  thus  attired  and  afield.
